Sir,—It is o pity your articles on 
medical subjects are so inaccurate 
and misiending. I refer to your 
articles “Convulsions -in Children” 
and “Penicillin Cures Ear Trouble.” 

My doctor tells me tKat the com- 
monest couse of convulsions in In- 
fants is ‘from ao high temperature. 
Temperatures develop most com- 

“monly with teething and constipa- 
tion. Some fearsome and raro 
diseases like meningitis were men- 
tioned which put the wind up half 
the mothers in Hongkong, when the 
commonest causes were not men- 
tloned. It is olso- quite untrue to 
say that children who have had con- 
vulsions are more prone to develop 
epilepsy In adult lfc, This is only 
true for convulsions due to birth 
injury, but not due to any other 
cause. ii 


Penicillin 1s: quite useless In 
-chronic running cars, unless there 
is free drainage; thls can usually be 
procured, only by operation. Peni- 
clllin Is only useful when suscep- 
tible organisms are present and is 
destroyed by alcohol. both methyl
